Comes With a Party 


to Study Our 


Craters, 


Prof. George Htmt Barton, the 
jient geologist of the United States, ac- 
companied by a party of ten teachers 
from Boston, arrived on the Abrangi 
last night and will spend a month in 
the islands exploring the extinct vol- 
canoes on this island, Haleakala on 
Maui and Kilauea and Mauna Loa on 
Hawaii 
This is not Prof. Barton's first visit 


to Hawaii, for from 1881 to 1883 he was 
an assistant in the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment survey office under Prof. W. D. 
Alexander and. obtained an intimate 
knowledge df, the geology of the islands. 
He is, now the head of the Institute 


of Technology of Boston, and his party 
is made up of teachers of the East who 
are students in the Institute. Once a 
year the professor heads an exploration 
party into some mountainous section of 


, die country, and the present trip is the 
\ longest they have vet undertaken. 


Prof. Barton said last evening at the 


Hawaiian Hotel: 
"We have a summer school known as 


the Teachers' School o( Science in Bos- 
ton where 1 give instruction to teachers 
during the winter, spring and autumn. 
During the summer we take trips some- 
where, but this is the first time a party 
of us has travelled such a long distance 
to seek the knowledge we desire. We 
are here to see volcanic action if pos- 
sible. We are going to study first the 
oldest of the extinct volcanoes which are 
on the island of Oahu, then we will go 
to Maui to study Haleakala, which is 
not so old a crater as those on Oabu, 


.. and then we will take in Kilauea and 
possibly Mauria Loa to witness a living 
volcano. Of course I know all these 
thoroughly. 
"I believe the volcanoes of the Hawai- 


ian Islands are the best to study, be- 


- cause they are of various ages and are 


in dose proximity. 
"Our researches have taken us to Nova 


Scotia for general geological work We 
have also been across the continent to 
the Yellowstone Park and the Canadian 
Rockies." 
Prof. Barton was born at Sudbury, 


Mass., July 8, 1832, and lived there on 
a iarm until twenty-one years of age. 
He studied at the Warren Scientific Aca- 
demy at Worburn, Mass., from 1874 to 
1876, and graduated from the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology in 1880. 
In 1881 and 1882 he was an assistant on. 
the Hawaiian government survey. He 
holds the chair of biology in the Bostoa 
University, and has been an assistant in 
"United States geological work. As head 
of the Institute of Technology at Boston 
lie exercises a wide scientific influence. 


In 1896 Prof. Barton accompanied 
Xieut Peary on his sixth expedition 
into the Arctic regions, and left the parry 
about half way on that journey. He re- 
main4d in Greenland some timfc collecting 
geological data, taking many photo- 
graphs, from which he has made a large 
number of valuable lantern slides. It 
is possible that Prof. Barton may be! 
induced to deliver a lecture here on his 
Arctic travels as he has the slides with 
him.

He is a member of the Boston Society 


of Natural History, National Geological 
Society, Geological Society of America, 
Boston Scientific Society, Arctic Club, 
National Forestry Association, Massa- 
chusetts Forestry Association, president 
of the Appalachian Mountain Club; He

THE CASE STATED. 


The petition in this case Js by Tip 


Chong who alleges that he is a cousin 
of Chop Tin in whose behalf the writ is 
prayed for. The petition complains that 
Chop Tin, a person of Chinese birth, is 
restrained of his liberty toy the re- 
spondents. F. M, Bechtelqr J.K. Brown. 
or both of them; the respondents be- 
ing officers of ,the Department of 'Com- 
merce and Labor or Inspectors of Immi- 
gration. That on or about June 1st, 
1904, he arrived at Honolulu on his re- 
turn from China and was. "thereupon 
detained by the respondents .and nas 
since been held in imprisonment on the 
ground that he is a Chinaman; and not 
Included .in any. of the exceptions of the 
Exclusion Laws of the tfntted States, 
and therefore not entitled 'to land in 
Hawaii. When the case came on to be 
tried, the District Attorney demurred 
to the petition, the first. two allega- 
tions of his demurrer being: as follows: 


"L Said court has no Jurisdiction 


herein over either the subject-matter or 
the person. 
, 


"2. Said court has no iarlsdiction 


herein either to receive, entertain or 
adjudicate said petition or to make any 
order, Judgment or decree thereon." 


JURISDICTION DISCUSSED. 


The question, of jurisdiction , to this 


case depends on the tacts.- '"An alien 
immigrant, prevented from landing, by 
any such officer (Collector of .Customs 
and Inspectors acting under their au- 
thority) claiming authority to do SO un- 
der an Act of Congress, and thereby 
restrained of his liberty, is doubtless en- 
titled to a writ of habeas corpus to as- 
certain whether the restraint is lawful." 
Nlshlmura Eklu vs. United States. 142 
U. S. 651, 660; Lem Moon Sing vs. Unit- 
ed States, 158 U. S. 538, 543. / 


Under Section 2 of the Chines* Ex- 


clusion Act of April 29th, 1902, (32 Stat. 
L. 1st part, 176), the Secretary of the 
Treasury was empowered to make rules 
and regulations "not Inconsistent with: 
the laws of the land" for carrying out 
the provisions of such Act and other 
Chinese Exclusion Acts and the C&inese j 
treaty, and, with the approval of the 
President, to appoint such agents as he 
might deem necessary for the execution 
thereof. This authority was transferred 
to the Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor'and to such officers under the con- 
trol of the Commissioner-General of 


Immigration as the Secretary mightto 


the Department of Commerce 


and Labor of February 14th. 1MB 
Btat. L. 1st part, 828-9). Under the 
propriation Act of August 18th, 18M 
(28 Stat, Li, 390), every decision of the 
appropriate immigration or customs of- 
ficer excluding any alien from admis- 
sion to the United States Is final unless 
reversed on 'appeal to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 


WHERE JURISDICTION EXISTS. ' 
It id not disputed that the courts have 
no authority to review the decisions of 
immigration officers made under the 
authority at the statute affecting the 
right of aliena to enter the country.' If» 
however, the facts should show in a 
case like the one before the court, 
where a Chinaman applies for admis- 
sion on the ground that he formerly did 
business as » merchant in -this coun- 
try, that be was not allowed a reason- 
able opportunity of. producing the two 
non-Chlneae -witnesses required by the 
statute in proof of such fact, the courts 
would have Jurisdiction to 'Interfere 
upon .a proper showing. 13e*vs.Toung 
and Pitt, 1 Burr., 5W, 661-2; Bradley vs. 
Thurston, 7 Raw, BSO. 
Bute 7 Which provides that the exam- 


ination of the applicant )for admission 
'shall be separate land apart from the 
public, in the presence of government 
officials .and jsueh -witness or witnesses- 
only a3 fbe •examining officer shall des- 
ignate'" confers no authority upon such, 
officer to exclude such two non-Chi- 
nese witnesses as the applicant for ad- 
mission may desire to produce, or either 
of them, or to deprive him of a reason- 
able .opportunity of procuring them. A 
contrary construction of the rule •would 
be inconsistent with the statute re- 
ferred to, requiring the applicant to 
establish by such witnesses- the fact 
that he conducted the business of a 
merchant for one year before, bis de- 
parture from this country and that 
during such time he did no manual la- 
bor except what was necessary to the 
said business (28 Stat L., Sec. 2); but if 
such latter construction is required^ by 
the words of the rule, then it would 
follow that the rule is invalid, as being 
inconsistent with the "laws of the tend." 


TREASURY RULES, 


rules and regulations provide in 


the sixth, seventh, ninth and tenth 
rules, among other things, that upon, 
the arrival of Chinese persons, it shall 
be the duty of the proper officer to se- 
gregate them from other persons than 
officials, and to have them promptly 
examined "a$ by law" provided" touch- 
ing, their right to admission; that such 
examination shall be in the presence. 
of officials only and such witnesses as 
the examining officer shall designate, 
and, presumably, counsel for the ap- 
plicants If they have any, and if the 
decision shall be unfavorable, the ap- 
plicants shall be advised of their right 
of appeal, and their counsel permitted, 
after filing notice of appeal, to exam- 
ine but not copy the evidence upon 
which the decision is based. The no- 
tice of appeal acts as a stay of the 
deportation of the appellant until a 
final decision la made. Within three 
days after such notice the record of the 
case, with such briefs, affidavits and 
statements as are to be considered in 
connection therewith, are to be for- 
warded to the Commissioner-General 
of Immigration, with the 'written views 
of the officer In charge, unless further 
delay shall "be allowed only in those 
instances" in which the above limit of 
three days ''would occasion injustice to

DEFICIENT. 


.The rules referred to-above, however 


reasonable they may be in regard to 
other classes of applicants for admis- 
sion, are singularly inappropriate for 
the investigation of applications for ad- 
mission on the ground that the appli- 
cant was -formerly engaged in this 
country as a merchant, in which class 
or cases, as stated above, the statute 
requires the applicant to establish, 
necessary, facts by two non-Chinese 
witnesses, which implies, Jn all fair- 
ness; that the applicant shall have a 
reasonable opportunity to produce «uch 
witnesses. The failure of the Immigra- 
tion officer in this case to allow *uf&- 
clent time for the applicant for admis- 
sion to produce the proof required by 
th» statute would' have "occasioned 
Injustice" to him if bis evidence had 
been sufficient. The provision of Bute 
10 for an allowance for further time 
does not make It a matter of discretion 
with the Inspection officer, 
whether 


such further time shall or shaQ not be 
allowed. In a negative way it requires 
such delay if In the judgment of the 
officer-a refusal would result in injus- 
tice to the applicant. The statute, by 
inplication, requires an opportunity to 
be given the applicant to ^produce the 
proofs which it makes necessary to bis 
admission. That injustice must result 
to a bona fide applicant for admission 
on the ground of former occupation as 
a merchant in this -country, who has 
made a. long voyage with such an ob- 
lect in viewt and who is ready to offer 
lufficlent statutory proofs) and is ar- 
bitrarily refused an opportunity to do 
so, cannot admit of a doubt, and such 
must be the judgment of any Intelli- 
gent'and unbiased person. 


DECISION ON PACTS. 


The other grounds of the demurrer 


are upon the insufficiency of the facts 
alleged. 


Copies of affidavits of two non-Chi- 


nese vztnesses are made a part of the 
petition. 
These affidavits make the 


case as prepared for the consideration 
of the Immigration officer, and which It 
is alleged he refused to receive and 
consider. The allegations of these affi- 
davits are insufficient in the Judgment 
ol this court to prove that the said 
Cbop Tin was a merchant Within the 
meaning of the said Act of November 
3rd, 1893, In that It is not shown that 
the business of the firm of Lung Tat

Valley water question is again attract- 
ing public attention on Maui since the 
recent reopening of the'matter by the 
Supreme Court? The three-cornered 
legal battle, as 'is well-known, has been 
between the Wailuku Sugar Co., the Ha- 
waiian Commercial and Sugar Co. and 
Wailuku natives who are owners of ka- 
leanas.' The last-mentioned have re- 
cently been raising a fund to engage the 
services of W. A. Kinney and the other 
attorneys of the Wailuku Sugar Co. to 
appear for them when, the case comes up ] 
again for trial. This action unites the' 
interests of die Wailuku natives and 
the Wailuku Sugar Co. as against the 
H. C & S. Co. 
The legal struggle concerning lao wa- 


ter has extended over many years and 
has often been surrounded by much mys-> 
terious technicality. The last decision 
(which is now to be xe-opened) as to J 
the apportionment of the valley water 
was as follows: 
The Wailukn Sugar. Co, to have thej 


water hi day time every day excepting 
Sundays; the owners of ^kuleanas in 
night time, and the H.TX & S. Co^ dur- 
ing Sundays only. The reason that the 
sugar plantation was allowed the use of 
the water day-times was-that "Wailuku 
residents had acquiesced in the arrange^ 
ment for so many years that at last it 
had become a right The onty two own- 
ers who had opposed the taking of the 
water by the plantation were W. H. 
Daniels and E. H. Bailey and conse- 
quently they were excepted from, the 
ruling and were the only ones allowed 
the use of their share of water both day 
and night

" The principal and most important 
point now at issue (as stated by a prom- 
inent Wailuku citizen) is concernnig 
freshets: to whom does "die freshet or 
surplus water belong. 
-The H. C & S. Co. claim such water 
as the representatives of the konohiki or 
king; the Wailuku Sugar Co. and na- 
tives say that to take away the freshet 
water will deprive them of most of it, 
for usually the valley stream, subsides—- 
runs lower and lower for several teys, 
and thenrcomes a mountain rain causing 
a sudden rise or freshet. This is the 
usual and natural order of events.in the 
valley.

Such a difficult question as this can 


best be decided by men of much legal 
training.—-by the Territorial Supreme 
bench.

Waimanalo or. KaUua. Children, used 
to ride over to Kaneohe from those 
places daily, some staying with friends 
in Kaneohe for the week. The popula- 
tion of the village has since been great- 
ly reduced through, deaths of'the aged, 
and migration of the younger people to 
Honolulu and elsewhere. 
/ Mr. Adams has not found life un- 
pleasant or tedious in Koolau, where 
the climate is much cooler than in Ho- 
nolulu. .

LOOKING FORWARD. 


TVhen the War . Department gets 


through with Honolulu this place will 


- 
enter upon a new phase of its existence 
—that of a great fortress like Malta and 
St. Lucia. Things will be very different 
•with us then socially and every other 
•way. There Will be many troops, a deal 
of gold braid, much of the pomp and 
circumstance of war and a large and 


. -permanent addition to the money- 


spending and consuming population. 
Inevitably the presence of the garrison 
•wffl add to our tourist attractions, en- 
courage farming— for a part of the mili- 
tary defensive plan must be to make 
Hawaii self-supporting— and keep the 
hotels lively the year around. 


Counting in the naval station, the 


census of Honolulu should be increased 
by several thousand white men, women 
and children. It is calculated that a 
navy yard employing one thousand men, 
mechanics, etc., would build up a family 
and trading population of five or six 
thousand. The army garrison will be 
large and its wants will inevitably at- 
tract business men here and multiply 
industries. Malta, which Is 17% miles 
long by 9>4 broad, contains a population 
of 1(0,000, exclusive of British troops and 
their families and there are 24.000 white 
people living off the garrison and not 
a part of it. One may see by this what 
a fortifted inland, though a small one. 
means to trade. Hawaii, as the Amer- 
ican Malta to come should profit cor- 
respondingly.

course having been pursued, causing an 
Inglorious capitulation, of the strikers, 
the Shlnpo now takes up the cause of 
the laborers to inquire If there Is Lot 
a considerable amount of justice •wait- 
ing to be done to them; It says that 
the manager, since demonstrating to the 
laborers the folly of making demands 
without law behind' them, may now 
consider some of their demands in the 
light of moral right and propriety, as 
well as necessity. > If there.la, justice 
on their side in some of the request*, 
the Shinpo argues that "it la to the ih- 
terest of the plantation to: grant the re- 
quests," adding: 


"For example, it must be allowed that 


there is some justice in the wish lor 
abandonment of some'of the profit-shar- 
ing contract It is a f act *elUn»own to 
most/managers that the men who are 
engaged in working on these contracts, 
by greater diligence and keeping at It 
longer hours,';do • .about. / double- the 
amount of work on the ptantatloh that 
others do. Directly or indireatly, this 
is for the behest of the plantation. Cer- 
tainly a company of laborers who feel 
that at the end of a year and a half or 
go of work they are going to be bank- 
rupt,, may be; expected to-want to go oh 
a wage basis, if through unforeseen 
causes, their. returns are to be prac- 
tically nothing .above the bare allow- 
ance they-have been receiving, the loss 
is more properly one for the. plantation 
than for moneyless laborers. If it is 
desirable' to encourage the profit-shar- 
ing System, and we Understand that 
most planters desire to encourage it,— 
consideration may well be given to 
showing: as much generosity as possible 
to the profit-sharing employes wnose 
many months of work seem likely to 
Bring'them no-returns. As a demand 
this proposition is rightly resisted. We 
commend It to the -plantation manag- 
ers for consideration as an appeal from 
their'laborers who are threatened with 
nothing less thaW. bankruptcy. . They 
want laborers to stay in the"-islands, 
and to favor the profit-sharing system. 
The profit-sharing system and planta- 
tion labor Itself are not likely to be 
popular among laborers who find them- 
selves penniless at the end of their 
contracts. They will naturally want to 
eave the country; The proposition is 
one for the planters to.consider from 
iheir own point of view,'but from .the 
aborers* point of view as welt 
We 


think they will use good judgment In 
modifying some of the labor contracts 
which were made under very different 
conditions, as "regards the prospect of 
returns."-

CLEANING-OUT MOSQUITOES. 


The case' of the Anti-Mosquito • Com- 


mittee has been proven. Never in any 
other year since the stinging Insecjta be- 
came a pest has there been so few of 
them as now. Formerly our only relief 
came when strong trade winds earned 
mosquitoes out to sea In swarms; but 
he relief: was only .temporary, /for- all 
the while myriads of these Insects were 
being hatched. Science has now taken 
mid of the breeding'places and shown 
every householder how he may protect 
himself and his neighbors by either 
killing the larvae with, oil or drying up 
the places where'they propagate. In 
iroportlon as the people have been- 
careful and the authorities vigilant, the 
mosquito pest has been reduced or 
eliminated. 


The part of the Anti-Mosquito Com- 


mittee is to keep an eye on household- 
ers, show them what to do against mos- 
quitoes and how to do it, to remove tin 
cans which may become Insect nur- 
series, to drain stagnant plaices, use oil 
where necessary and encourage the use 
n ponds of larvae-eating fish. 
All this costs money as paid inspec- 
ors have to be utilized. Subscriptions 
have been liberal In the past; let them 
be no less so in future. A little money 
nvested in security from mosquitoes in- 
creases the comfort of residents and 
tourists alike and safeguards health. 
This city simply cannot afford to let the 
work of the Anti-Mosquito Committee 
lapse for lack of funds.

The president of the Board of Health 


waa elected chairman pro tern and the 
object of the meeting stated, •which was 
to formulate plans for the campaign, 
to devise ways and means of raising 
funds and to see "what was necessary to 
be done-in general to make a successful 
issue. Work bad already been started 
in a general way by the sanitary in- 
spectors of the Board of Health; they 
had been instructed to see that every 
householder kept their yards clear of tin 
cans, cesspools were petrolized and cov- 
wefl, small ponds and pools filled and 
when they could not be filled in to see 
that they were treated with kerosene. 


The president of the Board of Health, 


acting in "behalf of the Board, proffered 
every1 assistance in the power of that 
body, which has religiously been carried 
out to the present time,/ thus rendering 
the campaign assistance which It would 
not otherwise been financially able to 
obtain. 


The Superintendent of Public Works, 


through the Superintendent of the Gar- 
bage Department, offered assistance of 
that department and valuable work has 
been done. It was agreed, as no funds 
were available, that public subscription 
be asked for, and I am glad to say that 
the response was sufficient to enable 
the committee to proceed with the 
work, the results during the past year 
justifying the expenditure and realizing 
to a great extent our expectations In 
abating the nuisance. 


To further the efficiency of the work 


an agent of the committee was appoint- 
ed to take general charge of the move- 
ment and carry out detail -work. The 
following committees were proposed 
and adopted: 
General, executive, fl- 


nance and advisory. The President of 
the Board of Health was,, made perma- 
nent chairman of the committee with 
executive power to act. 
Under this 


power the appointment of Mr. A. D. 
Larnach, as agent of the Citizens' 
Mosquito Committee, was made and his 
work during the past year has proven 
the choice a wise one. An official cir- 
cular was at once gotten out, stating 
objects and instructions for carrying out 
the work, and published in several lan- 
guages, and while In Washington I 
heard remarks of a complimentary na- 
ture for the energy and mode of push- 
ing our Territorial crusade. 
In carrying out this great work the 


Board of Health have lent every moral 
and financial aid in its power—the use 
of its offices, office force, sanitary in- 
spectors, horses and wagons, etc. The 
Garbage Department has done and is 
still doing excellent work. One of the 
chief functions of a department of 
health In this connection Is educational. 
People must be taught the danger as 
they already know the annoyance from 
mosquitoes. They must be taugh't how 
mosquitoes are to be eradicated from 
any given section of the country and be 
enllghtefied to the point where they will 
gladly co-operate in the work of any 
central organization which Is endeavor- 
ing to abate the nuisance and disease 
caused by mosquitoes. 
Should ,the 


Board of Health endevor to use its pow- 
ers in forcing owners of large tracts of 
low lying property, to fill and drain 
these tracts, especially If they are un- 
productive, would perhaps be an abuse 
of the function of government. On the 
other hand, by educating owners up to 
the point -where they can see the ad- 
vantage of this drainage work as we 
know it, public and private interests 
will be combined for the improvement 
of all parts of this city. 


The beginning we have made here 


would not ha\e been possible without 
the public interest and co-operation 
shown durlrig the past year The move- 
ment has passed beyond the humorous 
stage through wllch all radical meas- 
ures seem to have to pass. To be sure 
the "skeptics" have been very much :n 
evidence, but I believe that even the 
mo-Jt skeptical would. If he answered 
honestly, be obliged to admit, much 
good has been accomplished In dimin- 
ishing the numbers of this pest. The

Probably 
no place has shown more remarkable 
results in fighting this plague than Ha- 
vana.

Gorgas, XJ. 8, A., makes the statement 
that in the year after the discovery by 
the AimyjMedlcal Board that the mos- 
quito was the means of spreading yel- 
low fever, that a hundred; thousand dol- 
lars, outside of sanitary work, was 
spent on mosquito extermination.' For 
the year 1800, the year preceding the 
beginning of the mosquito work la Ha- 
vana, 825 deaths were reported from 
malaria and in 1903 only thirty-nine 
death* from malarial fever, 


"This is a very fair Measure of the 


amount of' general mosquito •Work.done 
and the results Obtained from this class 
of work, because, from" the nature Of the 
disease, the malarial patient could not 
be isolated and followed up, aa was the 
yellow fever case, and therefore no ape- 
cial work could be done toward de- 
stroying the malarial Infected .mos- 
quito." The consolidated report of* Jan- 
uary, 1901, just before the mqsquito 
work commenced, showed 28,00fr "water 
deposits containing mosquito t larvae 
within the city limits. The same con- 
solidated report for the following Jan- 
uary showed less than 300 for the same 
area. 
' 


President Billings of the American 


Medical Association, in his introduction 
of the Eeed Memorial Fund,-spoke in 
part as follows: "Major Reed died a 
year and a half ago. To the medical 
world no word is necessary to'say of 
Reed to know who he was. The Jay 
public does not know him. and, I am 
afraid the medical public do riot now 
appreciate all he did. Had. Reed, as a 
Major in the Army, performed itn act 
of conspicuous bravery of equal mag- 
nitude his name would never die."* 


Dr. win. H. Welch, of Baltimore, also 


made some eulogistic remarks 3n re- 
gards to the "discovery of the commit- 
tee (of which Major Reed wkd a mem- 
ber), that the mosquito carried, yellow 
fever: "His service to mankind la to be 
paralleled only in two or three instances 
and Walter Reed was a |foab of unusual 
charm of personality; a man of the very 
highest character; a man who •w.as 
scientifically trained to undertake the 
work which he did. The work* which 
lie performed is peculiarly American. 
He was trained entirely in thift coun- 
try to undertake this work and -he un- 
dertook it with a complete and "ade- 
quate training for the purpose." The 
work was undertaken under the aus- 
pices of our National Government at a 
time when we were in military control 
of the island of Cuba." Dr. Welen fur- 
ther said: "I think, we can put it second 
to the discovery of the control of 
smallpox by vaccination. 
It means 


nothing less,than the control ot that 
most dreaded" scourge—yellow feyee- It 
is a discovery which rests on a -scientific 
foundation, which hag heen 3>W*'to % 
practical test, and that test ,JwpT-re- 
sulted, in a complete extermination of 
yellow* fever from the island of Cuba.'1 


There was about $8000 subscribed .at 


the Atlantic City meeting towards, a 
memorial fund for the erection of a 
monumentvto the memory of Major 
Walter Reed, U. S. A. In connection 
with this example of heroism it is-not 
amiss to mention the name of Dr. Jesse. 
Lazear who was a member of this 
commission and who lost his life by 
being inoculated with the disease and 
succumbing to its fatal influence. 


Henry Clay Weeks, on the subject of. 


"Mosquito Engineering," hits the nail 
fairly on the head. "A preferable term 
is economic engineering, which would' 
cover all the Ideas Involved in exter- 
mination—such as drainage of saturated 
areas, large- or small, salt or fresh, 
and their utilization for agricultural ,or 
residence purpose; the improvement,of 
the living conditions of those adjacent 
to such places, generally the poorer and 
more helpless class; the Increase-'ln the 
tone of life of a community by its rid- 
dance from malaria, the stoppage Of 
the yellow fever plague with all Its con- 
sequences; the scenic attractiveness 
which comes of the abolition of .foul 
viet places which are generally used as 
dumping grounds of the wa'stes of a 
community; the reflex and direct effect 
of humanity to—animals; the increase 
of comfortable out-door living and other 
results. 
All this Is closely allied to 


health not only In the meaning from 
malaria and other diseases, but In a 
general way In the lessening of the irri- 
tations of life on which health so great- 
ly depends So that the sphere of mop- 
qulto engineering or better economic en- 
gineering, is very broad. It become* a 
powerful aid to bettering the conditions 
of life, health and the pursuit Of hap- 
piness 
Much of the engineering in the 


past has been for and not against the 
mosquito. This is true In every line of 
work of the engineer It Is seen In road 
building, In railroad construction. In 
house construction and even In land- 
scape gardening—anywhere where there 
Is a chance to form a breeding place 
or to prevent one in the disposition of 
the surface of the soil There is *n 
adapted sense In which the tern) irkoc- 
qntto engineering can be used, and t$«t 
is the engineering of conditions M tbkt 
others pottslbly all, will aid In the bot- 
terment—the enlistment of co-operatt0n 
—the proving to the people by word* 
and acts that extermination U powble 
and I* advantageous In every •way. In 
that way as much can be done toward* 
the success of the movement a* can be 
done bv the outlay of hundreds of del- 
lam in phynlcal work. To » degree then, 
•ore may all be mosquito engineer*, pre- 
venting: breeding places, dwtroylng 
tho*e that do exlftt and enII*ting the 
fnter**t of e\ery one to »fd in better- 
inc the corrllt)on!> of life"

DR. DAY'S -VIEWS, 


The views of Dr. F. R. 'Day, on tb* 


history of mosquitoes wttl» relation/to 
medical science, were expressed as fol- 
lows:

" 


It is well for us to pause <>ccasionally 


in our busy lives and by looking back- 
ward get a more comprehensive Idea 
of the progress that La being made In 
human affairs. It gives us a better Ap- 
preciation what IB actually being done 
—a perspective view «s It were. If w» 
do this in relation to the subject un- 
der discussion this evening w> will not 
have to go back very far before cam- 
ing to a time when the mosquito was 
considered merely a/ nulsancer-a pest 
to be suppressed for comfort's Jiake, 
We did not like to have our evenings 
disturbed by its nerve Irritating-song 
or our skins pierced by its bill, now, 
thanks to the careful investigations of 
painstaking scientists we know that 
she is more than a nuisance and a 
disturber of the peace. She is a men- 
ace to health and a danger to life. I 
use the pronoun "she" advisedly be- 
cause the female Is the voracious mem- 
ber of the mosauito family. la those 
days, we looked -upon malaria , as a 
miasmatic disease. Experience taught" 
that it was prevalent in swampy re- 
gions where humid vapors arose after 
sundown and he who went out at night 
was in danger bf inhaling the mlasm 
of malaria. But In 1884 Mr. Laveran, a 
French Physician, stationed In Algeria, 
discovered an organism in the blood of 
malarfal patients which he "called the 
plasmodlum malariar. It Is unneces- 
sary to relate the laborous researches 
that followed the announcement of this 
discovery but which have established 
beyond cavil that this protozoa Is the 
actual cause- of malaria 
until "no 


plasmodlum, no malaria" Is now a 
medical axiom. Then came the Ques- 
tion how the f>lasmodium gained an 
entrance Into the human body and this 
was solved In time just as positively 
by the brainy men who were devoting 
their energies to the problem. It was 
found that the anopleles mosquite was 
the partlceps crlminis. The protozoa 
was traced with the most minute pre- 
cision through the body of this mos- 
quito from one human host to another. 


The proof was so convincing that 


no one could doabt it. Fortunately for 
us Mr. Van Dine has not (discovered 
this species in these Islands.which ac- 
counts for the fact that we do not see 
the usual types of malaria here. 


But there is another disease more 


formidable than malaria -which has 
been proven to be spread by another 
mosquito. I refer to yellow feyer. The 
stegomyla faclata ip the propagator of 
this disease and our ordinary day 
mosquito,, the one who wears the 
striped trousers is the culprit. 
. Tfie brilliant investigations of the 
Medical Commission of-the U. S. Army 
In Havana Jn 1900-1901 based-unoa a 
theory-advanced by Dr. Carlos Finfejr 
in 1881 prtfved conclusively that yellow 
fever was spread by the stegogmyia 
faclata and a campaign of extermina- 
tion based upon these Investigations 
rid the city of its scourge for the first 
time in Its history. 


Prof, Harris Graham of Beyreut, 


Syria, conducted similar experiments 
with the dengue in 1901 and determin- 
ed that it was spread by means of the 
culex, the common night mosquito. By 
protecting dtngue fever patients from 
mosquitoes he was able to prevent the 
spread of the disease amongst other 
associates of the patients. 


This was negative evidence. 
The 


positive evidence consisted in taking 
culex mosquitoes that bad fed upon 
dengue patients to upland villages that 
had never known the disease allowing 
'them to bite healthy subjects who baa 
not been otherwise exposed and devel- 
oping the disease in these persons at 
the end of five or six days. 


Elephantiasis, a- disease that does not 


vitally concern us here, is caused by 
a small parasite In lymph channels— 
the filaria homlnls, and this organism 
has been traced in mosquitoes by Dr. 
Patrick Manson, an English physician, 
who has done much toward solving 
many of the problems connected with 
malaria and other tropical and sub- 
tropical diseases 


The lesson we have to learn from all 


this Is that the mosauito Is a danger- 
ous insect to have about and that It 
is possible by persistent and concerted 
effort to\ exterminate It as has been 
done to many localities besides Ha- 
vana. 
' 


LARNACH S GREAT WORK. 


One of the most Interesting features 


of the meeting was tht report of A. D. 
LB reach, who had charge of the sys- 
tematic campaign against mosquitoes, 
in which the effective results showing 
a diminished number of the pests was 
shown

The results of work of this character 


prove conclusively that for aay com? 
munlty or country to submit to the 
presence of mosquitoes, In so freat 
numbers, as has formerly occurred 
throughout this Territory, to a great 
'mistake. 


Something over rf year ago, through 


theiTefforts of public-spirited citizens 
aa organization was talked of whose 
Object Would be. to take some definite, 
vigorous ajrtlonVin ridding this parti- 
cular community of mosquitoes. JTnis 
idea was, heartily endorsed by the 
local Board of Health, and arrange- 
ments were, soon made to have what- 
ever work, 'was Instituted carried on 
.under their direction. 
A committed 


whose' chairman was president of the 
Board of Health,*, was at once foitned, 
and plans made for a systematic cam- 
paign, the details of which have > al- 
ready been presented to the general 
public through the press, and various 
reports of your agent, 
"', 


It was soon made evident that the 


work would require the entire time- and 
attention of & superintendent. 'At onise 
the question of funds to pay the .sal- 
ary of such a man, and the Incidental 
expenses arose. It is gratifying to say 
that in spite of the general depression 
at that time, an amount sufficient to 
meet the demand was pledged, a su- 
perintendent appointed and work be- 
gun. 
i 1So start with, some of the most In- 
telligent: of our community were "very 
dubious as to our being able to ac- 
complish anything, giving as florae of 
their reasons that mosquitoes lived 
In'damp grass, in algeroba trees, in. 
fern leaves, etc., all of which are Im- 
possibilities, 


These impressions have probably been 


gathered from the fact that mosquitoes 
seek, shelter in all of the above men- 
tioned places. 


With the assistance -of the regular 


force of sanitary inspectors, a system- 
atic search for, and collection of tin 
cans, pots, pans, bottles and alt con- 
tainers likely to hold water, was made 
and this debris carted to a scow and 
dumped far out at sea. To demon- 
strate the good we claimed would re- 
sult front such cleaning up, and to In- 
terest the citizens in the campaign, 
this work was done without any ex- 
pense whatever to the house-holder, 
.and carried on foe some months, sev- 
eral hundred tons of such rubbish be- 
ing-'so disposed of, after which time, 
the 'inspectors? have been gfetting .peo- 
ple, that do not use the" regular gar- 
bage service, to- bury the objectionable 
containers. This with the usual warn- 
ing against standing: water, an appeal 
to regularly oil cesspools, etc., _and a 
thorough distribution of circulars giving 
Instructions as to mosquito control- 
Board of Health circular Kb. 1— were 
the first steps taken. 


The public havebeen encouraged to 


report places where mosquitoes, were 
unusually thick, and In no case where 
such complaint has been made., follow- 
ed up, and the instructions' of the -ex- 
amining Inspector^ followed out, have 
tUe pests' tbedn as troublesome as. be- 
fore. In most cases the annoyance -has 
been done away with altogether. This 
is no hasty conclusion from one single 
instance, ^ut result from scores of ex- 
periences extending from Walklki to' 
Waialua. 


There are very few of the general 


public, that do not recognize the good 
accomplished, and the difference in the 
mosquito nuisance noticed In and 
around Honolulu, since the work start- 
ed. A very conservative estimate is 
that there are at least fifty Der cent 
less than usual. With the Experience 
gained hi this year's work It is the 
opinion of your ageni that next sea- 
son a still better showing will be made. 


With regard to the co-operation of 


the different departments, with the 
Board of Health to assist this move- 
ment, while all have assisted to the 
fullest extent, the Department of Pub- 
lic Works must be specially mentioned. 
Every appeal for assistance has been 
granted, from the loan of a gang 'of 
prison laborers to ditch, clean, Or drain, 
a team of mules or wagon to gather 
tin cans, to the loan of a shovel or 
rake. 
All of these and many other 


favor have been asked for and grant- 
ed readily. With such assistance from 
the different departments, the work is 
made much easier and more effective. 


As far as possible for some time con- 


siderable work hag been done on per- 
manent Improvements, such as filling, 
draining, or ditching, so that should 
such another wet spell come, as we had 
during the early part of this year, 
there will not be as many places "to 
hold the water. In one instance here 
In town, one owner at the suggestion of 
your agent obtained nearly 100 loads of 
black sand to fill in a low-lying spot 
Dozens of instances where the amount 
of filling required varied from a few 
wheelbarrow loads, to a dray load, 
have been run across, and in every In- 
stance one more breeding place has 
been permanently done away with. 


This campaign which, was started 


not for the purpose of killing every 
mosquito on the Islands, more as an 
experiment, and with the Idea of dome 
away with as many ot the pests as 
possible, has shown us clearly what 
can be done, and it 1» sincerely boped 
that the mosquito movement will re- 
main a permanent orgatUxation, as a 
few months of neglect or Indifference, 
would came things to drift along to the 
condition* encountered at tb* start.

breeding places iri cans, tubs, pools, etc.
